The outcome of the election 
was rated a tossup between 
Richard Austin, a 56-year-old 
Negro who is Wayne County’s 
auditor and Wayne c o u n t y 
Sheriff Roman Gribbs. 43. 
City elections director John A. 
Smith said the intense public in­ 
terest in the race would probably 
bring out about 515,000 or 68 per 
cent of the city’s 740,619 register­ 
ed voters. 
At IO a.m. city election off!-] 
dais estimated that 98,879 per- j 
sons had voted, compared with 
59,840 at the same hour in the 
1965 municipal elections. 
The final poll of The Detroit 
News showed Austin leading, al­ 
though residents polled as “un- 
decided” were expected to cast 
a telling 18 per cent of the total 
votes. Both candidates staged 
extensive get-out-the-vote cam­ 
paigns today to pull in the un­ 
decided. 
Austin was favored by 
42 
per cent in the News poll, con­ 
ducted by Market 
Opinion Re­ 
search, Inc., while Gribbs had 
39 per cent and Councilwoman 
Mary Beck, a write - in candi­ 
date who finished No. 3 in the 
primary, was favored by I per 
cent.

Success Foreseen 
In Plan For Peace 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon says he 
has worked out with South Vietnam “an orderly sched­ 
uled timetable” for withdrawal of all U. S. ground com­ 
bat troops from Vietnam but may have to revise it if 
Hanoi “significantly” escalates the war. 
“I have chosen a plan for peace,” Nixon told a na­ 
tional television audience Monday night. “I believe it 
will succeed. 
“If it does succeed, what the critics say now will 
not matter. If it does not succeed, anything I say then 
will not matter.” 
He disclosed he had undertaken several secret con­ 
tacts with North Vietnam to try to break the stalemate 
in the Paris peace talks. 
These included a person-4’ 
a1 letter to the late Ho Chi 
Minh in which he urged 
“an early resolution of this 
tragic war.” B u t Ho re­ 
plied, shortly before his 
death Sept. 3, with a de­ 
mand for settlement on his 
terms, and this initiative, 
like all the others, failed. 
Against this background 
Nixon, after reviewing the 
I history of the war, focused 
I his speech on turning the 
I conflict over to the South 
I Vietnamese, thus gradual­ 
ly disengaging American 
ground combat forces until 
| all can be brought home.

While Trans-Michigan obviously could not 
continue to serve Escanaba and Marquette for­ 
ever without some return for their trouble, it’s 
encouraging that the company is willing to start 
service without a pre-made market. 
Harold Vanlerberghe, a member of the Delta 
County Board of Supervisors and one w'ho has 
done much to boost air progress in the commun­ 
ity, made an astute comment. 
Vanlerberghe said that ifs great to see a 
company come into the area without a proven 
market, but with faith enough in the growth 
potential of the II. P. and in the quality of its 
service to be willing to try to develop it. He 
said in other situations, companies have respond­ 
ed “show us the market and we’ll provide the 
service.” 
Trans-Michigan’s new’ Beechcraft 99 Jet- 
props don’t quite measure up to the DC-9s of 
North Central now flying in the U. P., but there 
certainly was nothing wrong with the airplanes 
or the professionalism displayed by their pilots 
Tuesday. The Upper Peninsula should welcome 
TMA. It’s great to be a two airline city again. 
Let’s hope we stay that way. 


The Grape Facts 
California State Sen. John L. Harmer is 
somewhat like Sergeant Friday, he just wants 
the facts. 
The senator was curious about the truth of 
the matter in the four-year long violence-packed 
campaign to unionize grape pickers in the state. 
He decided that he could find out the real story 
only if he could observe the situation first hand 
and undetected. 
Disguising himself 
in 
typical 
workers* 
clothes, Sen. Harmer got hired as a picker. For 
four days he picked grapes. He slept, ate and 
worked under the same conditions as the other 
field hands. 
Harmer concludes that “it w’as hard work, 
and I am stiff and sore, but I felt I had proved 
my point” which is that the pickers are not op­ 
pressed, as the union organizers claim. 
Harmer says he could send his own son out 
in the fields “to do as I have done, and I could 
feel perfectly assured that he would be eating 
and sleeping in comfortable conditions and earn­ 
ing good money ($120 for a 40-hour week).” 
He put his finger on the reason that union 
organizers are conducting secondary boycotts 
by trying to force stores not to sell grapes. The 
unions have failed to convince the workers 
themselves of any benefit in joining since they 
average considerably better pay than farm hands 
in other states. 
Pickers, says Harmer, “fear the union, be­ 
cause the workers that they know who are em­ 
ployed by growers who have signed with the 
unions are extremely unhappy. The workers 
despise the union orgaya™”' because of the vio­ 
lence and heartless desi. uction of the workers’ 
personal property — primarily automobiles — 
bv the union people.” The unions are trying to 
terrorize the workers in order to force them to 
join an organization they don’t like. 
The workers need public support iii their 
determined stand against union coercion. The 
best means of doing this is to ignore the boycotts 
and eat more grapes.

Weather Factor 
“We’re still 
shooting for 7

HERMAN (AP) — When it’s 
cold in Herman, it’s cold. And 
when it snows in the little town 
near the shore of Lake Superior, 
it really snows. 
It is only the first week in 
November, 
but 
in 
Herman, 
ponds are frozen, streams are 
beginning to ice over and there 
is more than a foot of snow on 
the ground. 
But the worst by far is still 
to come. 
Last winter, Herman ended 
up with a total snowfall of over 
24 feet — 298.6 inches, to be 
precise — the deepest snow any­ 
where in the Midwest. And in 
the deep of winter, tempera­ 
tures of 30 below are not un­ 
common. 
Most of the men in Herman 
work as loggers, a breed legen­ 
dary for 
their 
cold 
weather 
hardiness. 
“The people around here are 
straight Swedish and Finnish,” 
said Mrs. Thomas Lanczv, wife 
of the town doctor.
